INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Jan. 7.—News- 
papers of the State are taking up the 
project to obtain a legislative appropria- 
tion for_a monument to the memory of 
Gen. Henry W. Lawton. , 

If the Indiana Legislature decides to 
erect a monument at Arlington to Lawton 
it will find precedents for its guidance. It 
is by no means a new departure for a state 
to bulld a monument to a distinguished 
soldier at Arlington. The state of Rhode 
Island haa juet placed an elegant shaft, 
costing not less than $3000, at the grave of 
Gen. Frank Wheaton. It is of granite and 
makes a very handsome appeatance. Gen. 
Wheaton was born at Providence in 1833 
and died at Washington in 1903. Part of 
the inscription on his monument is as fol- 
lows: 

“Erected by the state of qthode Island in 
memory of her gallant son, Major-Genera! 
Frank Wheaton.” 

The Legislature of Rhode Island ap- 
pointed a commission which selected a de- 
sign for the monument and attended to all 
of the detalles connected with the carrying 
out of the Legislature's general instruc- 
tions. The monument waa erected within 
one year after the death of Gen. Wheaton. 

Instances are common where regiments 
and brigades have built monuments at Ar- 
lington over the graves of their command- 
ing officers. A notable illustration is the 
elegant granite monument at the grave of 
Gen. Daniel McCauley, who was an Indiana 
roil@er. Following is the inscription on 
his monument: 

“Daniel McCauley, 
diana volunteer infantry. colonel Ninth 
regiment United States volunteers, Han- 
cock'’s corps, brevet brigadier-general Unit- 
ed States volunteers. Born in New York 
City Sept. 8 1839. Died in Nicaragua. 
Bouth America, July 5, 184. Wrected by 
surviving comrades of Eleventh Indiana 
regiment in the war of the rebeliion."’

“Russia could choose France as her soc- 
ond and Japan could choose the 
States as her second. It seems to me that 
these two’nations are well suited to the 
purpese. France and the United States, 
after consulting with their principals—and 
the relationship would necessarily be very 
frank and intimate—could then approach 
each other and soberly attempt to discover 
grcunds for peace. 


Loss of Prestige Is 
Preferable to Bankruptcy. 


“Il am satisfied that, if this method is 
pursued, the differences between Japan qnd 
Russia can be satisfactorily adjusted and 
further bloodshed be averted. 

‘‘In my opinion, terms of peace could be 
arranged without sacrificing Russia's legiti- 
mate ambition to have an ice-free port in 
Asia as an outlet for her commerce. Her 
great railway system would and all the 
rights to it could be, safeguarded. I have 
no doubt necessary that Japan would agree 
to this. 

“As for the contention that, if Russia 
makes peace now, she will lose prestige 
among Asiastics, it is better to lose pres- 
tige for a while than go on with a war 
which means inevitable bankruptcy. I do 
not belleve it possible for Russia to main- 
tain herself in a struggle for three or four 
years, After what has just occurred, the 
financial world will look very coldly on 
proposals for fresh loans. I do.not under- 
estimate the great resources of Russia, but 
of what use are resources if they still are 
in the belly of the earth? 

“The suggestion that there is likely to 
be a revolution in Ruegsia seems to me to 
be absurd. There is no middle class there 
to rise against misrule; nothing but the 
peasants on one side and the army of the 
other. Russia has stripped her peasants 
to the bone. They are helpless and inert. 

“It will be a bitter pill for Russia to 
retire from Manchuria, but that would be 
better than further disaster and national 
bankruptcy. Talk about the ‘yellow peril!’ 
We might more profitably discuss the Rus- 
sian peril. That¢has ben the shadow in 
Asia. I do not believe that the presence

be a menace to peace. On the contrary, 
I believe that it will strengthen the pros- 


pect of peace. 


All Nations Will 
Beware of Japan. 


“After this war it will be a long time be- 
fore any nation will venture to encroach 
in Asia. Nor will any nation risk a quar- 
rel with Japan. All that will make for 
peace. 

“Even the United States will be a little 
more polite to Japanese in the Philippines 
end Hawail. That, too, will make for 
peace. 

“IT cannot see that Russia In a less 
favorable position for accepting peace over- 
tures after the fall of Port Arthur than she 
was after the fall of Sebastopol, and it is 
certain that Japan, in this hour of victory, 
ean afford to be moderate in her terms. A 
continuation of the war would be madness 
when the means for peace are plainly in 
sight. I have no doubt that France and 
the United States would gladly serve as 
mediatory seconds for Russia and Japan. 

‘It will be fortunate for Russia if it is true 
that the Czar has really called De Witte 
back to power. He is a strong and sane 
minister, but the Rugsian system is so slip- 
shop and so full of jealous conspiracies— 
not to say anything about corruption—tha! 
the palace clique in St. Petersburg is likely 
to get rid of him at any moment. 

“Poor De Witte! After straightening out 
the finances of the empire and accumulating 
such a surplus that he had a right to ex- 
pect that the golden days were coming to 
his country, he had to stand aside and see 
the result of his work swept away by the 
incompetents who succeeded him. I have 
great faith in De Witte, and, if the Czar 
has really called him to his side, it is a 
hopeful sign.”’

Remarkable Work 
With Small Berries. 


With raspberries he has been equally suc- 
cessful, and one of his triumphs is a thorn- 
less raspberry, a cross between the Cuth- 
bert and blackcap. Of this plant Mr. Bur- 
bank said: “I worked 17 years roduce 
this plant, free from al] thorns. There isn't 
a pricker on it, nor a particle of rusty 
down. It bears an abundant crop of mul- 
berry-colored berries.’ 

Another fruit to which Burbank has paid 
special attention ds the quince. A favorite 
variety is the pineapple quince. In regard 
to this fruit Burbank says: ‘““‘When it was 
yet in the seed box I noticed its superiority 
over its 700 brother seedlings. The leaves 
had a richer green and were finer cut and 
more luxuriant. The fruit is perfect, a 
beautiful varnished yellow with no touch of 
that disagreeable fuzziness characteristic 
of the quince. The grain is fine and entire- 
ly free from harsh acid. It gets mellow 
like an apple and may be eaten raw like 
one."’ 

Of late years Burbank has devoted 
greater attention to grasses and (forage 
plants than he has to fruits: He has made 
a special study of the sugar cane and the 
bamboo. He is developing a species of 
Sugar cane considerably smaller and thus 
much more easily cut and handled than the 
cane grown today in the Hawaiian Islands. 
It will also contain far more sugar, thus 
largely increasing the yield per acre.

Rohs the Cactus 
of Its Thorns. 


One of Burbank's

, Chief danger, is the thornless cactus. The 
present cactus is 80 covered with thorns 


that only tne heart of the plant is suit- 
able for food and moisture. The Indians 
and Mexicans and a few desert prospectors 
Know how reach this secret store of 
ihe cactus when they are in danger of 
deatn from thirst. But the average ten- 
derfoot can make no use of the cactus, 
and the prickly leaves prevent even the 
hardy burro from eating it. Burbank has 
elinuinated all the thorns, so that the leaves 
and tne stem are free from spines. The 
resull is that the introduction of this ‘cac- 
on the Mojave and Colorado deserts 
will mean good forage for animals for all 
Seasons of the year, for the cactus is the 
one lant which preserves its greenness 
and its juices tifroughout the torrid heat 
of the summer monihs. What the value 
of this improvement means is still uncer- 
tain; but when the new cactus shall have 
Griven out the old, life may be maintained 
in many desolate places where water can 
never be brought for irrigation. 

In the domain of flowers Burbank’s 
achievements have been so many that It 
would take half a column of space to enu- 
merate the varieties that he has evolved 
or improved. Since 1870 he has produced 
eight new varieties of roses, two new can- 
nas (the Tarrytown and the Burbank), an 
enlarged and improved daisy, and several! 
beautiful varieties of lilies. He has ac- 
complished the miracle of changing the 
California poppy from gold to red. One of 
his striking lilies is the ‘“‘lemon giant.’’ It 
is a foot taller than the tallest calla. and 
the flower is of a beautiful lemon shade. 
while the dark, glossy green leaves are 
spotted with white. It has the fragrance 
of a violet. Burbank took the common 
daisy, and from a small, ragged single 
flower he changed it into a large, double 
one, each petal perfectiy regular and of a 
creamy white. A new flowering plant, to 
which Burbank has given the name of 
“Nicotunia,”” was produced by crossing 
the large flowering nicotinas with petunias. 
The flowers are striped white, pink and 
carmine. Burbank's carnations, clematis 
ana gladiolis are also marvels of beauty, 
and his roses are blooming in variety and 
fragrance and cclor that would make anv 
lover of the rose break the commandment 
covetousness. 

Iiurbank’s latest floral creation—the most 
marvelous he has vet produced—is_ the 
flower. This is a 
which does not shed 
its leaves either on the tree or when cut 
from the etem. Burbank has one of these 
bk ssome in his studv, which has retained 
its petals, its color and its fragrance for 
nearly a year, though the stem has dried 
up considerably. It has not beenNin water 
or received anv motlsture except from the 
air. If this flower can be produced in 
various colors it promises to revolutionize 
millinery, eas it will be far more beautiful 
than an artificial blossom.

Anv Reports From Troops in Field 
Might Give Enemy Some Im- 
portant Information.

NAGASAKI, Jan. 7.—Gome of the “dis- 

tinguished war correspondents,” as the 
Japanese call us, se@ém prone to let their 
personal feelings bubble over in printed 
wrath against the military authorities of 
Japan. 

The Japanese have conventions of speech 
and action which are not provided for In 
the teachings of Confucius. They differ 
from ours, and because they are foreign to 
our procedure we anathematize them. 

When the Japanese does what in our- 
selves we charitably term evading an. 
issue we call him a liar. When he fools 
us we call him a scoundrel. We are out- 
raged because he will not say “no” with a 
snap of the teeth; if he did we should 
probably declare that he was no better 
than a savage. 

lie does not say “no” flatly because cen- 
turies of training in courtesy have taught 
him the rudeness of doing so. We call it 
lying, and say that his conacience is 
warped, while to him the man capable 
of crude abruptness is devoid of con- 
science. 

A Japanese who says to you, “You had 
better wait a few days. I am very sorry 
for you, and trust that we shall be able 
to let you do what you wish after awhile,” 
has said ‘“‘no.” Every Japanese subject 
knows this, and promptly retires with a 
bow and a smile. We stay to argue it out, 
and to be met with endless polite evasions. 


Breaking Down 
Ancient Barriers. 


Respecting the treatment of correspond- 
ents. the writer has at times resented the 
attitude of the Japanese war office, and he 
has protested vigorously at what he was 
pleased to consider curtailment of supposed 
professional rights. However, it is diffi- 
cult to imagine that the reading public will 
ever shed tears over his discomfiture. 

A Japanese liteutenant once smilingly 
said to me: “You distinguished gentlemen 
expect to be treated Hike noblemen.” Right 
here is the keynote. We do expect to re- 
ceive the same consideration as any other 
man, without distinction. At home we 
meet our highest officials on a footing of 
equality. Our pride has been wounded. In 
Japan, until within the last few years, the 
newspaper man has held one of the lowest 
positions in the social scale, and yet titled 
noblemen and proud generals have broken 
down the barriers of caste to receive us. 
We know that they believed this to be an 
act of condescension and that they had 
honored ua, and—worst of all—they gave us 
a cup of tea instead of news! 

Between wounded vanity, injured per- 
ness with which you were met when you 
felt like making a row and smashing the 
furniture, it was difficult to maintain a 
semblance of dignity, to say nothing of a 
proper perspective. 

mowever, there are two sides to the war 
correspondent situation. For ten years 
this eastern nation had been preparing for 
war. With painstaking accuracy it pro- 
vided for every detail of the campaign ex- 
cept one—the war correspondent.

CHICAGO, Jan. 7.—'Society begins tits 
self-contamination at the marriage license 
window. writes Dr. G. Frank Lydston 
in a book just off the presses, in which 
he discusses with blunt and telling force 
the evils of the social system. The title 
of his book is ‘““The Diseases of Society.” 

Dr. Lydston's volume, as being the work 
of one of Chicago's leading physicians, is 
likely to attract much attention from stu- 
dents of criminology and social ills. Writ- 
ten with the special object of indicating 
the origin, development and influence of 
the anarchist, criminal and that great class 
of offenders against the moral law who 
frequently do not fall under the ban of 
criminal or civil law, the book contains 
some startling views. 

In hig consideration of the therapeutics 
of crime Dr. Lydston argues for the legal 
regulation of matrimony—for the “sanitary 
marriage’’—in this style: 

“The marriage license is the agent that 
sets the individual and social machinery 
for the manufacture of degenefates in op- 
eration. That these degenerates are a 
menace and an expensive burden to soci- 
ety is everywhere admitted. Has society 
a right to protect itself against its own vi- 
cious offscourings? I believe that it has. 
There will be no effort at such protection, 
however, until our various social systems 
have beceme sufficiently enlightened to un- 
derstand that the prevention of degeneracy 
is very much more economic than the cure 
of conditions which arise from it." 


Society Mnst 
Control Marriage. 


Dr. Lydston admits that the ‘‘sanitary 
marriage’ possibly is an idealist’'s dream, 
but he is convinced, nevertheless, that ‘‘a 
wise control and regulation upon rational 
scientific principles is certainly practicable 
and likely to achieve wonderful results. 
That society will eventually, for its own 
protection,. adopt some method of regula- 
tion and restriction of matrimony I believe 
to bainevitable.”’ 

The author finds the keynote of the pre- 
vention and cure of crime in the proper 
education and management of children in 
general, and of delinquent children in par- 
ticular. In a plea for state paternalism on 
a broader scale, in which the child should 
be given a careful supervision, Dr. Lydston 
takes the view that manual training 
schools are one of ,the best preventive 
agents ageinst the development of crimi- 
nals. In this comnection he writes: 

“Private and public philanthropy alike 
are wasting millions of money in trying to 
improve social conditions by working at 
the top. There is too much ‘higher educa- 
tion’ and not enough training of the proper 
kind at the bottom @f the ladder. The 
same amount of mon expended for the 
supervision and educat of children, and 
especially for the amelioration of conditions 
surrounding the class from which criml- 
nals spring, would achieve results tenfold 
more valuable to humanity.” 

Punishment as a specific for crime is de- 


as a failure by Dr. Lydston. Bta- 
roe ne yo ed he says, that punishment has 
not prevented an increase of crime. It is 
obvious. he holds, that remedies for crime 
must be based upon principles much broad- 
er than those of the pumitive theory. 


The Chemistry of 
Diseases of Society. 


As a basis for the therapeutics of crime 
Dr. Lydstcn upholds physical training and 
declares his belief that “success in refor- 
mation is determined mainly by the degree 
of success attained in physical training— 
the physical life being the natural founda- 
tion of the moral and intellectual life.** 

Another chapter of the book deals with 
“the chemistry of social diseages,’’ its 
main argument being based upon the 
known effects of poisons, more especially 
of narcotics and alcohol, and wpon practi- 
eal clinical observations of an analogous 
character. Dr. Lydston writes: 

“Physical degeneracy alone excepted, al- 
cohol Is unquestionably the most potent 
factor in the vice and crime problem. 
Here is the only phase of the subject in 
which the mgMerialist and moralist have 
ever met upon common ground. 

“Arguments against the truth of 
proposition that inebriety is the most im- 
portant facor in the etilogy of vice and 
crime have had for their basis the cupidity 
of those who manufacture and sell liquor,

almony. 

Sec. 2.—At any time within three months 
before the expiration of said contractural 
period. parties to such marriage contract 
may, by filing a joint declaration in writ-

PARTICIPATED IN MANY 
BATTLES WITH McCOYS 


Taught From Childhood to Regard 
Them as Mortal Enemies, He 
Learned to Use His Rifle With 
Unerring Aim.

BLUEFIELD, W. Va., Jan. 7.—It was the 
fickleness of fate that saved Elias Hatfield 
from death by bullet tn feud battles, only 
to cast him beneath the wheels of a train 
a few dayv® ago in a tunnel near this city. 
was walking on the track when 


passing of this picturesque figure 
marks an epoch in the feud history of Ken- 
tucky. 

Hatfield was released from jail two years 
ago after serving part of his sentence for 
killing Sheriff H. E. Ellis, one of the Mc- 
Coys. That was one of the last murders of 
the famous feud, and it was one of the few 
for which a. Hatfield was ever convicted. 
getting out of prison Elias Hatficld 
had been living near the place at which he 
was killed. 

Elias Hatfie'd was of 
brothers. Their father was 
Hatfield, the leader of the clan. Among 
the other brothers were “Cap.” Hatfield, 
famous for his break from jail some years 
ago and subsequent recapture; John Troy 
and Ellison. They were all wanted for the 
Ellis murder, which occurred in 1897, but 
they got away. Elias Hatfield was the 
youngest of the brothers, but he had as 
many murders to his credit as any. He 
was only 17 et the time of the Ellis murder. 
He was a #004 shot, and had all the other 
characteristics of the family, including a 
hatred for the McCoys. 

The Hatfield-McCoy feud started long be 
fore the civil war. A dispute over the own- 
ership of some hogs engendered the strife. 

There were many fights, but perhaps the 
most famous was on account of Elias. He 
was agcused by one of the McCoys at a 
reunion of the two families of having sto- 
len money, and his brother Ellison defended 
him. Ellison Hatfield and Talbot McCoy 
were in a duel when another McCoy shot

Ellison. Then came a terrific battle, which | 


resulted in the Hatfields seizing three of 
the McCoys, taking them over the line into 
the MoCoys' own state, Kentucky, tying 
them to trees and shooting them full of 
holes. It was in 1882 when the Hatfields 
thua wiped out the Insult to their younger 
brother. They were never punished for that. 

From that time one murder followed an- 
other, not even the women of the two fam- 
flies being spared. The Blue Ridge moun- 
tains resounded with the crack of the rifies 
of the clans. One of the last great collisions 
was in 1896, when in an election row at 
Matewan, W. Va., “Cap” Hatfield, Elias 
TiatBeld and his brothers killed two of the

Although indicted he and his 
brothers were never triecCW’or the murder 
of Kinney, and they have,ince done very 
little shooting. Elias and the others were | 
indicted scores of times for murders on the 
Kentucky eide, but attempts to capture 
them were only half-hearted and never re- 
sulted in anything. 
‘Devil Anse,”’ the father. and the other 
brothers are sfill aldlve so far as is known. 
The only one of the brothers who wus ever 
shot by the McCoys was Ellison, and that 
was in the fight over Plias back in 1882. 
Reports have had this feud patched up 
numberleas times, but fin that region few 
deeds of violence ever ocour which are not 
aecribed to the hatred of the two families, 
dating back two generations.

viduals. In a word, Haniv is a commoner 
—democratic in the true sense of the term. 

Personally he adheres rigidly to the 
standard he would set for others. In the 
recent campaign, when he traveled thou- 
sands of miles over Indidana, and as the 
Republican candidate for governor could 
have had free transportation from every 
railroad in the state, he paid cash fare 
for every mile. 


Insidious Method 
of Bribing Official. 


It is estimated that nine out of every ten 
state officials and an equal proportion of 
members of the Legislature accept railroad 
passes. It is not necessary for them to 
seek these favors, for representatives of 
the railroads are only too prompt to tender 
annual passes for the officials themselves 
and to promise them trip passes, for mem- 
bers of their families and their friends, 
whenever they request them. The gover- 
nor-elect holds that this custom is nothing 
less than the most insidious and perhaps 
the most effective sort of bribery. What- 
ever the official may say in justification of 
his action, his acceptance of a favor places 
him under obligations to the railroads, or 
at least makes him kindly disposed toward 
them. When called upon to act officially 
in a matter affect.ng the interests of the 
rafiroads he cannot but be influenced in a 
degree by his sense of obligation to those 
from whom he accepted favors. 

Officials, it is argued, will accept rail- 
road passes, but would grow purple with 
rage if tendered the cash equivalent. Mem- 
bers of the Legislature, in addition to 
their per diem, are allowed mileage for 
their traveling expenses to and from the 
capital, yet it is a safe guess that most 
of the members have received and ac- 
cepted these favors, which have come to 
be regarded as perquisites of the office 
to which they are elected by the peo- 
ple. 

What the Indiana Legislature will do tf 
Gov. Hanly makes such a recommenda- 
tion is a question, yet in such event the 
members will find themselves in a tight 
box. Unquestionably a mafority of them 
will be opposed to the enactment of such a 
law, but if Gov. Hanly makes the recom- 
mendation and sees that a bill embodying 
his ideas is introduced, it is not readily 
seen how a single member of either house 
can afford to place himself on record as 
opposing it. 


Governor Sees 
He Has Whip Hand. 


In this situation the guvernor feels that 
he holds the whip hand, and that it is 
possible for him to inaugurate a radical

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Ohio Banker Took Entire Savings of Aged Confiding Friend 
Who Went From Creditors’ Meeting to Poorhouse.

WOOSTER, Ohio, Jan. 7.~—At a meeting 
held here by the creditors of Louis P. Ohli- 
ger and J. R. Zimmerman, the missing of- 
ficers of the failed Wooster National Bank, 
the absent men having been adjudged 
bankrupts, as individuals and as partners, 
under the firm name of Zimmerman & Co., 
John CC, MeClarran, of Wooster, was 
élected trustee. 

About 159 creditors were represented, 
among them quite a number who it was 
not known had claims against the men 
and firm. It has been known for some 
time that Ohliger, during the last year, 
had borrowed many thousands of do lars 
on his own note. At this meeting it de- 
veloped that within a few days of his de- 
parture he had borrowed right and left. 
The confidence which the community and 
his neighbors had in Oblizer was shown 
when several who had given him their all 
without s0 rauch as taking a note put in 
their claims fo the truafee. 

How much the missing cashier secured 
in this way is not known, and prob»wbly 
never will be, for it is evident that Onhli- 


ger’s personal creditors will get practical- 
ly nothing. 

Ohliger, within 10 days of absconding, s¢- 
cured $10,000 from three women, who are 
neighbors to his family; from one $000 
from the ot $2500 each. 

One of the/creditors was an aged man. 
Aaron Beck, a bachelor, who had saved 
and tolled all his life so as to have some- 
thing for old age Beck, six months ago, 
loaned Ohliger $3500, all he had in the 
world, and, after attending the meeting. 
went to the county infirmary, where he 
applied for and was furnished lodging. 

Other creditors represented at the meet- 


ling were Mrs. George Howard, widow, who 


entrusted Ohliger with $2000 earned at the 
washtudb. Miss Kitty Brown, for » years 
a domestic in Ohliger’s family, gave the 
banker $2000 to invest for her, which he 
fuiled to do, it is said. 

The developments of the last few days 
have demonstrated that Ohliger’s abuse of 
the confidence of*his friends dates back 
more than a dozen years, when he was 
serving the people as congressman, reve- 
nue collector, postmaster and county treas- 
urer.

In that ter- 
ritory he was best known and had his 
strongest following, although of late years 
he has lived in the Twentieth ward, which 
is farther west.

His 
family influences were all good and he 
came, in his young boyhood, under the in- 
fluence of that geod old man, Father 
Henry, who taught, ru'ed and comforted 
the parish of St. Lawrence O'Toole. Whim- 
sical and laughter loving, a fine type ot 
priest who could be patient and tender 
where the need was, fiery in necessary de- 
nunolation and strenuous in punishment, 
Father Henry set many a boy on the right 
road and kept many a man there.

DENVER, Colo., Jan. 7.—-A weed grow- 
ing in abundance on prairies in the higher 
altitudes affords an excellent substitute for 
Para rubber. 

It is not possible to distinguish articles 
of various sorts that have been made from 
Colorado rubber from Similar articles made 
from the best Para rubber.

to Operate Independently. 


HE Missouri branch of the Ancient 


with the supreme lodge that is causing the 
desertion of many of the members from the 
grand lodge. These have accepted mem-~ 
bership in the supreme lodge or gone to 
other orders. 

The difficulty arose over the rates of as- 
segement to meet the death claims, and it 
has developed into a conflict as to author- 
ity, with a practical withdrawal of the 
Missouri jurisdiction from the protection of 
the supreme lodge, which is supposed to 
represent, and act as a relief board for, 
the entire fraternity. 

In order to understand how the trouble 
arose, it Is necessary to show the relation 
ship which has prevailed, and should pre- 
vell, according to the principles of the or- 


'» Ger, between the state or grand lodges and 


the supreme. lodge. 

The supreme lodge, which has representa- 
tives from all loyal state lodges, has for 
ite chief duty the management of a guar- 
anty fund; which is replenished by guar- 
anty agssesaments levied upon the entire or- 
Ger, irrespective of state jurisdictions. 

In. order to meet death claims, each state 
juriadiction is supposed to make not more 
than twelve assesamenia per year on its 
membership. But should the total death 
losses for the yvenr require a greater sum 
than the amount thus raised, the supreme 
lodge, out of the general guaranty fund, 
makes up the difference. 

Thies ie regarded ae ideal state of things. 
But the Missourt Grand Lodge claime that 
the supreme lodge has not iived up to it. 
Miasouri, it is alleged, now hae a just claim 
on the supreme lodge of about $100,000 of 
this guaranty fund.

scheme of rates which included a rate of 
$8.40 per month for a $2000 certificate of in- 
surance for members of 55 years of age and 
upward. 

When it came to Miasouri'’s turn to adopt 
these rates, which 2% other jurisdictions 
have adopted, it was found that intense 
dissatisfaction had arisen. : 
Missouri has about 6000 members, 6 years 
ol4 or over, and they had been paying but 
$3.64 per month for $2000 insurance. It was 
claimed that there was no need of such 
a high rate, but that a rate of %.@ for 
mémbers at this age would be ample. in 
addition to this, the dissatisfied faction 
insisted that the general plan proposed by 
the Supreme Lodge was in conflict with 
the Missouri insurance laws and could not 
be enforced. 

At a meeting of the Missouri: Grand 
Lodge last September, officers of the 8u- 
preme Lodge tried to explain the stand 
taken by that body, with the object of ar- 
riving at a settlement with the Grand 
Lodge regarding rates. The Supreme 
Lodge representatives assert they were 
hissed, jeered at and otherwise humiliated. 
There were cries of “put them out,” 
“throw him out of the window,” “‘get ow; 
we don't want you here,” they say. 

Since then, the Grand Lodge of Missouri 
has gone on its way independently. It has 
offered a reward of $100, which is still 
standing, to anyone who will procure the 
arrest and conviction of any person act- 
ing as agent or solicitor for the Supreme 
Lodge in this state; has brought an in- 
junction suit, which was dissolved Jan 
5, 1905, to prevent the Supreme Lodge from 
doing business, or even incorporating here, 
and is urging all members who have stood 
by it to be of good cheer.

Henry L. Jost, Missouri's Grand Master 
Workman, says to them: “Stay at home 
with your own people.

Kessler and his wife had just been mar- 
Tried when they came to St. Louls from 
Wabash, Ind., two years ago. Kessler was 
an electrician and machinist. He is 2 
years old. His wife is 28. 


Spoer a Boarder 


at Kessler Home, 

They lived at 210 Channing avenue, and 
some months ago -Spoer went to board 
with them. Trouble arose, and after fre- 
quent quarrels Mrs. Kessier left her hus- 
band and went to the hotel in De Hodla- 
mont avenue, where she rented an apart- 
ment of three rooms from Mrs. Izie West- 
moreland. 

Two weeks ago. according to a statement 
made last night by Spoer at the City Hos- 
pital, Kessler went to the Hodiamont ave- 
nue house, where’ he found his wife and 
Spoer. He was angry and made threats, 
saying Spoer would have to leave. Spoer 
refused to leave, and says he put Kessier 
out of the house. He says Kessler stood 
in front of the house and threatened to 
kill himeelf “if the matter was not set- 
tled.’’

NEW YORK, Jan. 7.—Justie Willlam J. 
Gaynor of the Supreme court, said in a re- 
cent speech at Poughkeepsie, that freight 
rate discrimination was the greatest evil 
of today, and the parent of all trusts. 

At the request of the Post-Dispatch bus- 
tice Gaynor has prepared a more exter Ie] 
exposition of this view with the remedy 
he would propose. It follows: 

“That rebates or discriminations in 
freight rates have been allowed all along, 
notwithstanding pretenses to the contrary. 
is a thing perfectly well known all over the 
eountry. 

“What is needed is to make men under- 
gtand the wrongfulness of such discrim- 
Ination, and that the railroads are our 
pudlic highways upon which no one can 
Jogally get any favor over any one else. 
“Tt is tthe greatest crime of our day 
and generation. e 
- “It has done more wrong than all tne 
other erimes defined by statutes, and p'ir- 
sued with zeal by prosecuting officers. It 
has crushed and beggared thousands all 
over the country for the benefit of a few 
of their business rivals. It is’ base and 
heartless. 


Old Maxim Does 


Not Apply Here.

Under such conditions the 
company could not run at a profit, and it 
never began operations. 

Atlanta says that discrimination has 
been more flagrant there than in any other 
city of the southeast, and has caused the 
suspension of fully a score of leading 
firms engaged in wholesale trades. Fifteen 
years ago there were between twenty-five 
and thirty wholesale groceries in Atlanta. 

Today, although the city has grown in 
population and in wealth, there are only 
13. The suspensions have been due in 


discriminating 
rates. Atlanta has recently fought a fight 
for fair freight rates and has won & par- 
tial victory. 

Lincoln, Neb, cites the collapse of s 
promising industry, in that of the Lincoin 
Packing Co., which flourished for a time, 
but was forced to the wall. Its chief own’ 
er said he was satisfied that freight «dis- 
crimination and the rebate system was 
the cause of its undoing. 

“Older and stronger compa nies, favorites 
of the railroads, caught us going and com- 
ing,” eaid he. “The railroads were un- 
friendly, or by previous agreements fav- 
ored the older competing companies, and 
the plant closed down for good." 

Baltimore finds that ‘‘while none of its 
houses has as yet gone bankrupt because 
of the discrimivation, yet we are gradual- 
ly shriveling up because of the conditions 
as they exixt.." Those are the actual words 
of Louls Mullet, chairman of the commis- 
sion on fureign trade for the Chamber of 
Commerce cf Haltimore. It is proposed 
that the Interstate Commerce Commiasi-n 
be appealed to to take some action by 
which the railroads can be compelled to 
place all freight rates upon an equitable 
basis. 

Mobile had a big firm in that of the de- 
funct Southern Steamship Co. It attribu‘es 
its failurs ts discriminations in freight 
rates in favor of the United Fruit Co. and 
its allied c: mpuanes. 

The Emporia (Kan.) Canning Co. built up 
a big trade in Texas and the Indian Terr!i- 
tory and Colorado. The freight rate was 
changed and canned goods from New York 
were shipped into this territory on the 
basis of the water rate from New York to 
Galveston, plus the haul from Galveston 
to the territory mentioned, which was 1e- 
duced so that thé Emporia factory closed 
at a loss of more than $50,000, bringing 
about the ruin of several of its backers. 


Clearing House 
Driven to Wall. 


The Emporia Stock Yards, which for 
many years. was a clearing house for cen- 
tral Kansas cattle, is being torn down, and 
its operators say that freight discrimina- 
tion has made it impossible to operate the 
yards profitably. ! 

Marshalltown, Io., asserts that discrimi- 
nation in rates directly affects all foundry 
and steel industries there. While this busi- 
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‘ Steel can be bought in ‘Karisas City 
just as cheap as Marshalltown. While this 
eondition has not ruined any firm lately, it 
works against any increase along this line. 

Small poultry and dressed meat concerns 
cannot compete with large packers on cc- 
count of the private car system, owners of 
cars being granted concessions for the use 
of cars far in excess, it is declared, of the 
value of the service. 

Like reports come from many other cities 
in the West and South. 

It is developed that in instances the@al- 
leged capacity of the railroads and trusts 
has been met by such alert and sturdy 
resistance on the part of traffic bureaus, 
manufacturers’ associations, railroad com- 
missions and combinations of injured ship- 
pers that freight-rate discrimination in 
some sections has been reduced to a min- 
imum. 

It has been proven that the price of ex- 
istence is eternal vigilance. 

At Memphis one road, the St. Louis 
Southwestern, abundoned its Memphis 
buainess for awhile rather than meet the 


views of the Meniphis bureau, but later : 


placed Memphis on the map, and all is 


serene. 


W. FP. Trickett, commissioner of the 
INansas City Transportation Bureau, says 
that no person or firm in the Kansas City 
territory has ever been ruined or even em- 
barrassed by freight rate diser.minations. 
His bureau, which hag been in operation 
for 15 years, wus organized for the express 
purpose of protecting+- shippers aginst 
Giscrimination, and Mr. Trickett says that 
it has never failed to secure relief for a 
shipper when it could shown that he 
wes being unjustly dealt with. 

The Kentucky Railroad cammissi has 
been kept busy adjusting rates, but has 
succeeded in g eomp the tmusiness inter- 
ests. There is now a discr.mination against 
steaan coal, which is working a bardship on 
barge factaries, but it is not Gf so serious 
a nature as to cause a discontinuance of 
business or even to cripple the industries 
aporeciably. , 

The lLIllinois Manufacturers’ Assaciation 
has no record of individuals forced out of 
business or drawn to bankruptcy by rail- 
road discrimination rates. 

“Chicago has boen discriminated against 
recently by eastern trunk lines,’ said 
Secretary J. Mack Glenn. “but we have no 
record of individuals. The ratiroads for 
many years pald the packers rebates, and 
though thousands of butchers were put 
out of business in the West, the record is

Spared Fulton. 


Miss Bresnham took the stand in her 
own defense, and although her testimony, 
which was searched out mercilessly by the 
state, lasted leas than two hours, it was 
given with such particularity, euch an in- 
timate knowledge of the details, such lucid- 
ity and calmness, that it was thoroughly 
convincing to the jury as their verdict of 
“not gullty’’ showed. 

During the testimony Miss Bersnham 
showed a system of “I O U” loans in the 
office that astounded the business men 
who heard her. As one of the attorneys 
expressed it, “conducting a loan business 
of $950 on a capital of 3$200.'' She revenled 
a juggling of accounts to keep the “I O 
U's” in the cashier's drawer, on an even 
basis and from the attention of the home 
office, which testimony was not refuted. 

When the testimony was all in, several 
minor witnesses having been heard on 
unimportant points, one of the lawyers 
made the remark that it was ‘like taking 
candy from a child to get a verdict of 
innecence, it was @ easy.’’ 

Aasistant Circuft Attorney Jones argued 
ably with the material he had to establish 
Mies Bresnham’'s guilt. Judge Base and 
Joseph Barton, Miss Bresnham's attorneys, 
devoted part of their speeches to excoriat- 
ing Mr. Fulton. The state's attorney said 
in his arraignment of Miss Bresnham that, 
even should they believe from the evidence 
that Mr. Fulton “was guilty with Miss 
Bresnham of embezsiing the fund, the

I cannot suggest the remedy— 
many, many thines contribute to the situa- 
tion, many things exist that should be 
done away with—many chamges and im- 
provements shouki be made. 


Society Should 
Help Justice. 


“I would suggest this, though, that a 
man who its not in favor with the law 


should be made to feel that he has lost 
favor in society, and he should lose it. 
This we al) can help 1 in. 

“Changes in the criminal law doing away 
with the obstacles laid in the way of con- 
victions—obstacies that afford'no real pro- 
tection to the !tnnocent—should be made. 
This followed with the education of the 
people to contempt by indifference instead 
of pandering to a maudlin sentimentality, 
will accomplish much. 

“Much more is left for accomplishment 
in my opinion, to legislation and public 
sentiment than to the courts or their of- 
ficers.. The officers of the law wil reapond 
to and measure up to public sentiment. 
Their selection wil] be reupousive to it, and 
their conduct in office will meet it.

HEROIC CHORUS BRAVELY

on in an attempt to prevent the piiblic from 
learning what happened. 

The curtain was rung down as soon as 
possible and Heinrich Conried, the impres- 
sario, prevented a panic by urging the 
| great audience to remain seated, and not be 
frightened.

COUNSELORS ARE DIVIDED 


Representative Payne, the Oidd 
Man, Unable to Get Down 
Off the Fence.

WASHINGTON, Jan. zentlemen, 
have called you to this conference for the 
purpose of finding out exactly what: my 
tariff convictions are,’ * President Roosevelt 
said to the senators and representatives 
with whom he had a two hours and a half 
talk today.

and Tawney to represent the House.

Cannon, believed they had the ndatorenos 
packed against revision or any change in 
the existing tariff laws. When the final 
count was made it was found that the 
conference had divided even] 
drich, Allison, Spooner ahd Piney for 
revision and Platt, Grosvenor and Dal- 
zell against. Representative Sereno Payne, 
chairman of the. committee on ways and 
means, who tried to follow two leaders, 
Speaker Cannon and the. President, is 
atraddied on the fence.

Army Surgeon Says She Refused 
to Leave St. Louis House 
Which’ Harbored Her 


Dispatches from Cincinnati state that 
Dr. Elias H. H. Porter, a United States 
ariny surgeon, yesterday gave testimony 
in advance of the hearing of his suit for 
divorce from his wife who, he says, was 
living in St. Louis at the home of William 
Schaffer, 3962 Evans avenue. 

Dr. Porter -was permitted to give his tes- 
timony because of orders he received to 
leave Cincinnat! last night and proceed to 
his command in the Philippines. The case 
will be heard in Cincinnati during his ab- 
sence.

This statement differs materially from

Then he sent her transportation to 
join him in Manila, and she did not come. 
Hie says he found his wife at Scaffer's 
home In St. 
to go with him to Omaha. He says she 
refused, saying ‘I’ve got a good thing 
here and I am going to ho!d on to ft.” 
Schaffer says he never heard of this re- 
murk.

wife have one child 
of whom he asks the custody. He says he 
has the child in school, the address of 
which he placed in a sealed envelope and 
left with the court, to be opened In the 
event that the court shall award the 
child's custody to the mother, of whom, 
he says, the child is afraid.

FREE AFTER 15 
YEARS: NOW SEEKS 
FULL VINDICATION 
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Strange Case of Louisiana Man,’ 


Who Was Tried for Murder and 
Convicted, 19 Years After the 
Indictment Was Quashed. ~ 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW ORLEANS, IA., Jan. 7.—Thomas 
O'Connor, the Louisianian recently par- 
doned by Gov. Lanham of Texas from a 
life sentence in the penitentiary, is again 
at his home in this city, with his wife and 
four children at 1304. Constance street, after 
an absence of 15 years. 

The story of O'Connor's Life on the Texas 
ranch, his troubles in a herder’s camp, his 
two trials and final conviction, life im- 
prisonment, the result of what his friends 
claim was personaP spite- and persecution 
to keep him out of his dues of $30,000. reads 
like a thrilling tale of western life. such 
as might be found between paperbacks. 

His uncle, Thomas O’Connor, settled in 
Texas in 1833. He was a pioneer, a cattle 
king. whd numbered his stock by the hun- 
drecs of thousands. He was soon a mu!- 
timillionaire. He settled at Copono, Re- 
fuglo County, and it was not long until 
the veteran O’Connor practically owned 
the entire county. 

Thomas O'Connor, a nephew of the sen- 
ior O'Connor, left his home in this city 
and went to his uncle’s ranch in 1868 or 
1869. Ile was young and active and lived 
in the saddle. He took charge of all the 
business on the trail. 

“On April 30, 1871, my uncle gave me 
his note for $30,000, with legal interest, for 
services,’’ sald Mr. O'Connor. In 1871, while 
on the trail, 1 had trouble with a Mex- 
ican named Dees. We fought in the camp, 
and he cut me in the throat, as this scar 
wiil show. 1 killed the man in self-de- 
fense. He would not go on a herd and 
attucked me. This was in Busque Coun- 
ty. I was tried in the court of that coun- 
iy, Judge Woods, on the bench, and the 
jury stood eleven for acquittal and one for 
conviction, and afterward the whole case 
was quashed. 

“My uncle, Thomas O'Connor, died Oct. 
17, 1887, and I entered suit on the note i 
held calling for $30,000, with legal interest. 
Then a cousin of mine, who was in charge 
of the estate, said-he would pay the note, 
provided I would get the full power of at- 
torney for all my sisters and brothers in 
Ireland. This was in 2889. I replied that 
I never would sell the rights of my broth- 
ers and sisters. 

“When I refused to accede to his un- 
reasonable demands the old charges were 
brought up against me in Busque County. 
That was 19 years after the case had been 
dismissed against me. The courthouse in 
the meantime had burned down and al! the 
records in ny case were destroyed. 

“They tried me on those conditions, and 
I was convicted and sentenced to life im- 
prisonment for the killing of this Mex!- 
can 19 years before, It was in 1890 that 
I was convictéd. 

“Among the witnesses against me were 
several Mexicans, and one of them after 
the trial showed $500 he said he had re- 
ceived for his evidence. 

“They dragged me from my home and 
family in this city and I served in the 
Texas penitentiary for fifteen years, at 
the expiration of which time Gov. Lan- 
ham pardoned me. I have now re-ent- 
ered my suit on thé $30,000 note in the 
Federal court at San Antonio. That. was 


tne face of the note, and it has been 
bearing legal interest during all that time. 
The cousin, who pereecut mé, is now 
dead. His children are in charge of the es- 
tate in Texas, which is still very y. 
At the time of my uncle's death it was 
assessed at $6,000,000."

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THE NATIVE AFRICAN AS A MANUFACTURER. 
Logyv, about a hundred and fifty miles from the coast, is 


the headquarters of the native tronworkers of British West 


Africa and in a recent paper C. V. Bellamy gives a highly 
interesting account of thelr struggle with the greatest diff- 
culty primitive man has to meet in his progress, that of 
smelting iron from its ores. The ore is taken out from neur 
the surface and roasted over a wood fire, after which it is 
pulverized im common stone mortars. The women of the 
town, of course, furnish a large amount of the “energy,”’ 
as they do in al) primitive manufactures. 

After it is thus pulverized the ore is smelted in small fur- 
naces of clay, which show much ingenuity in handling the 
draft so as to concentrate the heat. About a hundred and 
sixty pounds of ore is smelted at once and the yield of iron 
the negroes get from it is about 75 pounds. After pulling it 
out of the furnace they break it into fragments for sale 
to the native blacksmiths. 

The native African trade in iron depending on this process 
is probably at least 2000 years old. After advancing thus 
far and getting the iron needed for knives, lance heads and 
swords, the demand of the millions inhabiting the interior 
of the continent -has left the industry stationary.

With the rapidly growing interest in as- 
Sociation football, basketball and other 
more strenuous winter sports in vogue in 
St. Louls, certain stray enthusiasts are 
drifting into the city wrapped up in the 
beauties of a cold weather amusement that 
has been caught on a wave of popular ap- 
proval in neighboring states. 

Originating in New England and recently 
transplanted to the West, there is e winter 
game which perhaps few St. Louls people 
have witnessed, yet it is every bit as in- 
teresting In its way as the popular local 
winter sports. 

It is the outcome of the craze for roller 
skating which swept the country 15 or 20 
years ago, but at that time the game of 
roller polo was not developed as it is now 

Over in Indiana there are two polo 
leagues, unfortunately now at war. and 
there is a movement on foot to include St. 
Louis next year in a league of large west- 
ern cities. Promoters have looked over 
the situation in St. Louls and it is believed 
they will make an effort to introduce the 
game here next winter. It has been their 
experience that once the game ‘catches 
on’’ it will be as popular as in other 
smaller cities. 

Only recently roller polo has been intro- 
duced in Cincinnati and by Frank RBan- 
croft, business manager of the Cincinnati 
National League baseball club, who. being 
a New Ergiand man, believes it is a com- 
ing game in the West because of its history 
in the East. ; 

When St. Louls had a good ice hockey 
team two years ago. the patronage en- 
abled the managers to bring crack outside 
teams here to play and stimulated interest 
in skating. Those who know say that roll- 
er polo is more exciting than ice hockey. 
because it is played in a more limited 
srace. 

The two games are greatly alike. In roll- 
er polo, however, the teams consist of but 
tive men, instead of seven, as in hockey.

SAYS BASEBALL 
S GOING BACK

New York Theatrical Manager 
says That National Game Is 
Not Up to Old Standard. 


NEW YORK, Jun. 7.—‘harles B. Dil- 
lingham, the theatrical manager, who is 
an athlete himself, suys that basebal] has 
gone back in the pest ten years. a 

Mr. Dillingham was a spectator at a 
game recenily in which two of the best 
teams in the National League were taking 
part, and after its conclusion made the 
reinark embraced in the above sentence. 

“It is the first game I have seen in about 
10 years,’ said Mr. Dillingham, who was 
formerly a newspaper man and a great 
lover of the sport, “and I must say that 
I am disagreeably surprised in the manner 
in which the game is played now. 

“Not only do the men seem to play more 
mechanically than they did ten years ago, 
but thelr mechanical playing is not as 
effective and brilliant as was that of the 
old stars. In the fine points of the game 
there seems to me to be no comparison 
whatever. There was not an extraordi- 
nary play made during this entire game. 
The men acted like s0 many automatons— 
like a bunch of chorus girls who are taught 
to go through the same motions at every 
erformance. There was not a trick turned 
uring the whole gume—not a thing accom- 
lished that was outside the line of straight 


aseball.’’ 

Mr. Dillingham’'s opinion was repeated to 
Umpire Zimmer, who has been connected 
with fast company as catcher, manager 
and umpire for upward of twenty years. 

**Mr. Dillingham is right,’’ said Zimmer; 
“the game is not as fast-nor as brilliant 
now as it was 10 years ago. This is due 
principally to the fact that the war be- 
twoen the National and the American 
leagues brought a large number of half- 
ripe players into the business. 

‘These handicap the brilliant veterans 
by not being able to play their game, and 
incidentally make the entire sport look as 
though it had deteriorated. Some day we 
will have the old, brilliant, thinking game 
back again, but the evolution is coming 
in a decidedly hesitating way.’

The striking thing about today's bank 
statement ig that it reports a decrease in 
surplus reserves and that, with one excep- 
tion, this is the first occasion in fifteen 
years when the opening week of January 
has brought about such a showing. 

The obvious enough explanation is the 
unseasonable gold export movement of the 
week. This decrease, where the week has 
usually brought a substantial gain, starts 
the year with a surplus reserve account 
lower than that of the similar date in any 
year since 1893, excepting 1902. 

There is nothing disquieting or alarming 
in this, even in its rather interesting testi- 
mony to the fact that the “record-break- 
ing’’ surplus of last season is a matter of 
the past. Nor is there anything to regret. 
The best that could happen to 186 would 
be the constant employment of all idle 
New York bank funds in legitimate finance 
and industry. ’ 

But it is early to make predictions. The 
various items of the bank statement did 
not “prove’’ a phenomenon, which usually 
means rapid shifting of funds between the 
banks and other institutions. Generally 
this happens after “window dressing week." 

Very little comment is called for by 
the day's stock market. It was an idle, 
purposeless affair, and ended not far from 
where it began. Fractional declines rather 
predominated, but they were apt to be off- 
get by abrupt recoveries. The bank state- 
ment had very elight effect on the market 
one way or the other.

2,000,000 Acres of Indian Land 
Affected hy a Minor Lease 
Judgments

MUSCOGEE, I. T., Jan. 7.—Many 
Louisans are interested in Judge Ray- 
mond's decision holding that lessess of the 
lands of Indlan minors from the fathers of 
said minors before they have been appoint- 
ed legal guardians, are entitled to recover 
for all permanent improvements they may 
save erected. 

It is estimated 2,000,000 acres of land are 
affected. Some of these leases are held 
by St. Louisans. 

The case was that of Todd & Smith 
against the United States Indian agent. 

The courts have held that a lease made 
by the natural guardian of a minor is 
not valid unless he has been legally ap- 
pointed guardian. 

Acting under this decision, the father of 
the minor sought the assistance of the 
Indian agent to remove the lessees from 
the land on the ground that they were 
holding it on invalid lease. 

The lessees had paid their money for 
the lease, and had put valuable perma- 


nent improvements on the land. They 
sought an injunction to prevent the Indian 
agent irom removing them until they had 
recovered the value of tue improvements. 
The decision was favorable to t lessees. 

The court not only heid that the lessee 
is entitled to be reimbursed for the per- 
manent improvements he has put on the 
land, but went further and outlined a plan 
whereby he is to recover. 

The land held under such a lease and 
covered with improvements’ should, in 
consequence of the court's ruling, be put 
Into the hands of a receiver, who will

TAX FERRETS TO BE 


FOUGHT IN ILLINOIS 


State’s Attorney Brings Suit to 
Supress Them, Though He’ll 
Have to Fight It. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

BLOOMINGTON, Il., Jam 17.—McLean 
County proposes to test the legality of the 
operations of the so-called tax ferrets, who 
have been engaged here as well as in many 
other counties of Illinois, Indiana and Iowa. 
The state’s attorney has filed a suit, which 
will determine whether the ferrets can en- 
gage in this work and whether the money 
that they collect Is legally due. 

Last June the county supervisors entered 
into a contract with a concern known as 
the Springfield Collecting Agency, which 
empowered this company to go over the tax 
books for 10 years back and unearth all 
omitted or sequestered taxes which had not 
been previously entered upon the tax books 
and which consequently had never been 
collected. One agent of this company, 
George Manlove, was aypolnted soon after 
to the position of deputy supervisor of as- 
sessments by County Treasurer James 
Smith. The agents kept busily at work 
and collected about $5000 in taxes. In the 
contract between the county and the tax 
ferrets, the latter were to draw 6bO per cent 
of all the money collected, which was 
actually due to McLean County, not in- 
cluding that due the city, state or other 
departments. While nothing definite has 
been given out, it has been presumed that 
all the omitted taxes would go to the 
county treasury, owing to the fact that the 
levies made by the. other departments 
had been satisfied in, the years they were 
asked. 

The work of the tax ferrets attracted 
considerable attention. Those who were 
compelled to pay taxes which had been 
overlooked in the years previously were 
loud in their complaints, bit they did not 
receive much sympathy until the claim wags 
made that he people who were being com- 
pelled to disgorge were largely the nocrer 
classes who lived from hand to mouth, 
while the heavy taxpayers were appar- 
ently being overlooked. The state's attor- 
ney finally decided to test the action of 
the supervisors and the tax férrets in the 
court and suit has been filed, to be heard 
at the February term. 

While the state’s attorney brought the 
suit, he has been notified by the super- 
visors and county treasurer that he wiil 
be compelled, as an officer of the county, 
to defend them in their action. This adds 
to the complications. 

Wide interest will be taken in the out- 
come of this litigation, as it wiil- affect 
every county in Ilinols, and, in addition, 
establish a precedent that will govern 
adjoining states. The important question 
to be settled concerns the legality of such 
omitted tax collections when the records 
of the county clerk or treasurer do not 
show any such taxes. 

The levies in the years preceding were 
satisfied by the taxes that were collected 
and it is a question whether the money 
now bein collected is really due the 
county, city or state. 
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IN CREEK ATION 


Indians Argue That Negroes No 
Looking for Empty Bottles 
in Council.

GUTHRIE. O. T., Jan. 7.—The color line 
is being drawn in the Creek council for the 
first time in the history of the Creek Na- 
tion. There are a number of negro mem- 
bers of both houses of the council, who 
were elected by their negro constituents, 
who were formerly slaves of the Indians. 

The negroes have equal rights as citizens 
of the Creek nation with the Indians and 
these rights have never been called in 
question until this year. A few of the In- 
dian members of the council take the po- 
sition that the “Creek’’ negroes are no 
longer wards of the government, since their 
restrictions have been removed and they 
may dispose of their land at will. They 
argue that with the removal of restric- 
tions “comes relinquishment of citizenship 
and therefore their right ceases to assist in 
making the laws of the Creek nation. 

As evidence of the feeling among some 
of the Indians, negroes who have been 
making speeches on the floor of the council 
have been called down by Indian members 
and reminded in various ways that their 
solicitude in behalf of the government is 
not appreciated. 

The more conservative members in the 
council, while they admit that they would 
prefer that their membership should be 
confined to Indians, say that there is no 
means by which negroes can be excluded, 
and they do not expect any attempt in that 
direction. 

The race question is as vital to the In- 
dians as to the white people, and most of 
them look upon the negroes as their in- 
feriors. 

Neither the Creeks nor the members of 
any other tribe in the territory will send 
their children to school with negroes and 
separate schools are provided by the In- 
dian governments for both races, Their 
presence in legislative halls is the natural 
and unavoidable result of the action of 
the Creeks after the close of the war in 
allowing their freed slaves to stay in thelr 
country, making them citizens This gave 
there a communal interest in the common 
lands of the Creeks and carried with it 
the right to vote and elect representatives 


to their councils. 

There are a number of highly educated 
negroes in the Creek nation who have had 
considerable to say about running the 
Creek government. These negroes talk 
Creek and English with equal fluency and 
are not opposed in their ambitions except 
by the southern element and descendants 
of old slaveholders. |

Unlike other gems, the pearl cannot be cut. It is sup- 
posed that a particle of foreign matter gets into the shell 
and the clam at onee, in its discomfort begins to cover 
the objectionable intruder with the curious secretion 
known. as “nacre.” Over the first laver comes a second 
and so on. The result is a gem built up very much in the 
form of the onion but cemented together so closely as to 
make a solid piece. | 

If the outer coating be lacking in jnatre, it is sometimes 


stopped work and went ashore with his newly found - 
treasure. He was promptly offered $2000 for it and the gem 
passed into the possession of Mr. Koeckeritz. The pearl 
weighed 49 1-2 grains and is now valued at $3000. This 
specimen is not what is called a “peeler,” that is to say, 
its lavers are so closely cemented together that there is no ” 
danger of the outer coat, with its magnilicent lustre, fall- 
ing away. : 

Another rare gem was the one discovered by Charles 
Freeman at Prairie du Chien. This was valued at $2700. 
Some of these pearls have a peculiar iridescence whieh is 
not found in the Oriental variety. The lucky finder of one 
of these can demand almost any price for his gem. 

The famous “Queen Sophia” necklace valued at $150,000 
is composei entirely of Arkansas pearls, the largest of 
which is a 112 grain pear! and the smallest is of 24 grains. _ 
In all there are 1935 grains in the necklace. One of these é 
pearls was discovered by a fisherman near the High Bridge 
at Muscatine and wag eventually sold for $3000. The 
necklace was first «old to the Prince of Monaco of Monte 
Carlo. Later it found its way to Paris, from that city 
it was taken to the East Indies and thence brought to 
New York and sold as an Oriental necklace, 


Mr. Koeckeritz has many specimens of shells contain- 
ing “baroques” and pearls, which refute theories of the 
Conchologists.” The shell experts hold that the formation 
of the pearl is accomplished by the movement of the mus 
sel or oyster over the surface of the foreign particle which 
has entered the shell and is irritating to the animal. As 
many of these pearls are found at the very edge of the 
ahell or deeply embedded in the apex and out of the reaeli 
of the direct action of the animals body, it is evident 
that the process of pearl-inaking is an involuntary and 
unconscious effort on the part of the mussel. Pearls’ are 
probably formed by the expulsion of superfiuous quantities 
of shell-making material, which being protected from out- 
side impurities, retain their lustre. 

The small percentage of valuable pearls found has hith- 
erto prevented anything like a rush to the Mississippi 
pearl fisheries. Only the symmetrically formed gems feteh 
ree prices. Those that are pear-shaped, or of the “Dut- 
ton” variety are of the greatest value, as is the perfectiy 
round kind.

There is no difficulty in disposing of a rich tind. Ex 
perts are already in St. Louis who deal exclusively in 
these Arkansas pearls. Many instances are of recent 
record where they have paid fishermen for single pearls 
prices ranging from $100 to $4,000. 

Al! this seems bevond belief, doesn’t it? Yet it is but 
the sober truth, proved by facts of trade record. It is so 
true and yet so astonishing that one is tempted to be. 
lieve that those moet vitally interested in the matter 
have intentionally refrained from exploiting the Arkansas 
pearl fisheries, reaping a richer harvest because of the 
veneral ignorance. 

They could buy more cheaply under these conditions 
and all tne markets of the world were open to them for 
the disposal of the pearls thus secured, pearls confessed 
to be without an equal in the world. Why exploit a 
treasure-field which was all the richer for lack of exploit 
ation’ And thus it was that, until the United States 
government at the World’s Fair in St. Louis made a public 
revelation of the extent of the Arkansas pearl-fisheries 
on the Mississippi river, the general public was in utter 
ignorance of the amazing truth. 

And this, too, in spite of the fact that the Arkansas 
pearl-fishing industry has had a consistent and gradual! 
growth covering a period of at least 14 years. 

As far back as 1856 pearls were found occasionally in 
\merican rivers and in 1868 and 1889 there were periods of 
excitement when large numbers of people went pear! fish- 
ing. But it was not until 1890 that Missouri, Illinois and 
Arkansas began to take to the industry in an organized 
form. J, F. Boepple founded a button factory at Musca- 
tine, Io, in that year. Musse] shells were gathered in 
large quantities and the mother-of-pear]| industry began to 
grow until now the industry employs thousands of persons 
with a weekly payroll of about $50,000. 

Soon after this the fishermen began to report the dis- 
cevery of pearls. Frank Koeckeritz of St. Louis, known as 
“Frank the Pearler,” was the pioneer of the new trade and 
through his hands have passed some of the most valuable 
gems which have now led the jewelers of the world to 
change their ideas in regard to the American pearl. Mr. 
Koeckeritz, by reason of his knowledge of pearis, was 
chosen by the United States Fish Commission to take 
charge of the collection of American pearls at the World’s 
Fair. This collection was almost entirely composed of spec- 
imens selected by him and included many unique varieties.

A veritable 
casting of pearls before swine. 

Mr. Koeckeritz wears as a scarfpin a pink pearl which 
was offered to him for five dollars. A fisherman came to 
him with a clam-shell on which was fixed a granulated 

shaped pearl of apparently 


the mussel shell a 
blow and broke off the tooth, when from within its shiny 
dropped @ perfectly formed pink poarl. It was a 
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possibie to remove it and find a better layer benentn, but 
more often the dealer who seeks to improve the value of 
his property, will find that he has robbed the gem of all 
value. Often, indeed, the gem is rotten inside. The only 
way in which a pearl of small value may be made to ap 
pear a good one is by setting the gem so that its im 
perfections are hidden hy gold casing. It is only the outer 
asing that has the lustre so much admired, except in tue 
rarest instances 


Two years ago the output of pearl buttons in the Misa 


issippi valley was 34,500,000 and of pearls $2,500,000. Next 


vear, fashion having again taken a turn, the output of 
pearls ts expected to exceed that of any previous year. 

There is a legend among the fishermen that pearls wil! 
always seek their native element and that unless care. 
fully handled they will escape into the water again. Hun 
dreds of valuable gems lie at the bottom of the water« of 
the Mississippi they say, having escaped from the hands 
of careless searchers. Many of the finest pearls are found 
within the flesh of the mussels. Every musse! is there 
fore subjected to a careful scrutiny, being squeezed through 
the fingers of the fishermen. It oftens happens that a pearl 
Will leap from the fingers of the men like an orange pap 
and fall back into the water never to be recovered. 

ihe pearl fishers work from March to September. Only 
a few enthusiasts are to be found searching during the 
winter months By cutting holes in the ice and using a 
rake, small quantities o! shells can be brought to the 
surface but the winter finds are few 

A Jarge number of Arkansas pearls are exported to the 
Amsterdam markets and even to the East indies, whence 
they are re-shipped and find their way back to the states 
as “Oriental pearis.” the publie not yet being satisfied 
that the home-produced article is equal to the foreign 
specimen, while as a matter of fact it w superior, This 
state of things is now rapidly giving way to a realization 
that the American pearl can compete with the Oriental 
species in every market.

tanh is largely the result of the work of Sir Horace 
Plunkett. Some years ago he #imounced mn the press that, 
irrespective of politics or religion, the Irish leaders ought 
to get together and inaugurate a plan for the industrial 
rejuvenation of the country. 

This call was welcomed in al! quarters. Mr. Plunkett, 
as he then was, advanced the theory that its success 
would depend upon excluding racial, political 
and even historical questions, that the Irish people had 
been paying too much attention to the past and to ab- 
stract theories of government and religion, while neylect 
ing practical matters of the present and future. This 
iden, elaborately expounded by Mr. Plunkett, met with 

de acceptance. That it was sound 
specially applied to Ireland admitted of no doubt. 

So unanimous was its favor in Ireland that the Brit 
ish yovernment, four years ago, decided to put the pla 
into uperation. Parliament 
the Department of Agriculture and Technical Lnstructior 
for Ireland along the lines suggested by Mr. Plunkett, wh 
war put at the head of the new department and has since 
been its animating spirit. The nonpartisan, unde 
néminationa! avd truly national character of this great 
movement was shown by the composition of ite early com 
mittees. These include: Lords Mayo and Monteagle, Sir 
Thomas |4a (Tories and Liberal Unionist Peers and Mem- 
bers of Parliament), as well as John Redmond, M. P.. the 
late Rev. Dr. Kane, Grand Master of the Belfast Orange- 
men; Father Thomas Finlay, the eminent Jesuit education- 
alist; the Lord Mayers of Dublin and Belfast and others 
of various shades of political and religious thought. 

The department began its work under favorable auspices 
with a capital sum granted by Parliament of $1,000,000 and 
an annual endowment of $860,000. With this great sum 
and the cordial support of the Irish people, it is not sur 
prising that Sir Horace Plunkett’s movement has become 
a thing of importance in Ireland. Indeed, so much is this 
the case that some Home Rule leaders have taken alarm, 
saying that if it succeeds the desire for home rule wil! 
die out. But Sir Horace maintains that the two move- 
ments are not antagonistic, but should be harmonious, as 
the industrial movement excludes racial, religious and po 
litical] matters and looks solely to the practical future, 
and that, indeed, the education industrially of the Irish 
people and the procurement for them of greater materia! 
comfort may in no way affect their politica! views, but,

We have done a certain amount in technical instruction 
in the fishery districts within our juristiction, at Port 
Stewart and Gyles’ Quay. We provided instruction in her- 
ring fishing by means of skilled instructors teaching on 
equipped boats, manned hy local crews. This work 
apparently given great local] satisfaction. The Department 


has 


have held a series of conferences with local subcommittees 
organized by the Waterferd County Council, with regard 
to fishery improvement on the coast of that county. We 
have issued a number of loans to enable fishermen to pro- 
vide themselves with boats and gear, and we have taken 
steps in co-operation with local authorities for the erection 
of piers. 

We have made a survev 
of beds on the west coast, 
experiments, which, I truat, 
to hope that thie industry is capable of being revived. 
Nor have we by any means neglected the inland fish- 
eries. We have completed arrangements with those inter- 
ested in the salmon fisheries in various districts for the 
establishment or extension of hatcheries, and have taken 
some steps to aid Boards of Conservators in the more ef- 
ficient protection of estuaries in which fishing is enjoyed 
by the public under common law rights. At the same 
time, our system of scientific investigation is being stead- 
ily continued. 

Complainta were rife as to the damage done by. steam 
trawlers, fishing inside the prohibited limits, thereby in- 
flicting great injury on our coast fishermen.
